In the beginning of October the troops 
were ready, and then were received on board 
Admiral Watſon's ſquacron and other tranſ- 
ports about 700 Europeans belonging to the 
Company and 1200 ſeapoys. There was 
likewiſe a detachment of 250 of Aldercron's 
2egiment to ſerve as marines. We embarked 
about the 45th of October. 4fter we had 
been fome time at fea, a Council was held 
on board Admiral Watſon's ſhip to ſettle the 
viltribution of prize-money ; and it was — 
poſed that it ſhould be ſettled upon the fame 
Plan as at Ghereah. I objected to it, be- 
<auſe I thought it bore too hard upon the 
N. and would — rag} wh 13 

money upon any r diviſion than 
of — a one half ſhould go

This was agreed to. We arrived in Ballaſore 
road early in December; and it was agreed 
that the ſquadron ſhould go up the river at 
Calcutta; and I look upon that attempt to 
2® up the tiver to be as daring and meri- 
orious an attempt as ever was made in bis 
Majeſty's fea-ſervice. We met with ſome 
fight obſtructions, till we approached near 
Calcutta. When the ſquadron came within 
a few miles of Calcutta, I defired Admiral

Captain Speke went on board with 
meſſage. He retyrned and brought for 
anſwer, that, if I did not abandon the Fort, 
I ſhould be fired out. In anſwer, I faid I 
could not anſwer for the conſequences, but 
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that I would not abandon the Fort. U 
which Captain Latham was ſent, and w 
the matter was talked over coolly, it w 
ſcon ſettled; for I told Captain Speke 
Captain Latham repeatedly, if Admiral 
Wation would come and command himſelt, 
1 had no manner of objeftion.

I commanded in Bengal as the 
King's Officer and the Company's both. The 
King's troops, when on ſhore, were under 
me. I was Commander in Chief of the 
Company's forces in Bengal, by a com- 
miſſion trom the Governor and Council of 
Madrafs on my ſetting outon that expedition. 
The Governor and Council of Madraſs look- 
ed on the government of Calcutta as anni- 
hilzted. They thought, if I had not the 
independent command, the Governor and 
Council of Bengal would retain the troops 
which they thought ſhould return 
to Madraſs. I took the command as a mili- 
tary officer. The Governor and Council of 
Calcutta put their troops under my orders.

This important buſineſs be- 
ing accompliſhed, I returned to Calcutta 
with the army ; and the Nabob ſoon began 
to feel his own greatneſs, and maniteſted 
evident deſigns of ſhaking off all depend - 
ence upon us, and of evading the fulfIlling 
the reit of the treaty. He diſmiſſed from 
his ſervice thoſe great men who had been the 
inſtruments of his greatneſs, and he put to 
death the only brother of Serajah Dowla. 
As {on as the rains were over, be took the 
ſield without out affiftance, to quaſh three re- 
bdellioas ; but when he came ferioufly to con · 
ſider of his fituation, he thought proper to 
call upon the Englith for their affiflance, 
and | marched immediately to join him. At 
the city I had a meeting with the diſcon- 
rented Chiefs, when 1 engaged to protect 
them in their perſons, and to uſe my influ- 
ence to get them reſtored to favour. This 
eaſily accompliſhed. I then inſiſted that 
immediately pay that part of the ttea - 
ty which was then due, and that he 
ſhould over lands fufficient in mortgage 
to ſecure the reſt. We found no difficulty in 
ſubduing all his enemies, except Ramnaraia, 
who was the Nabob of Bahar, and at the 
head of a gu Army, and would not ac- 
knowledge Meer jaffier without the Engliſh 
ſecurity.

A campaign was over on

may ſay prior to that that I had received a 
letter from the Governor and Council of 
Madraſs to Dec. 1700, informing me of the 
revolution in Yengal, and there were five 
lacks of rupees ſent from the Nabob Coffim 
Ally Khan for the payment of the troops 
acting in the fiege of Pondicherry.
